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We  are  not  quite  like  the  cows  that  graze  on  the  slopes  of  Vesuvius  —  we  know  a 
little  bit  about  our  volcano.  But  even  those  of  us  who  try  to  remain  aware  of  our  ever- 
present  responsibility  in  the  face  of  the  imminent  danger  of  self-extinction,  find  some- 
how that  the  keen  edge  of  awareness  tends  to  dull.  We  worried  yesterday  and  we're 
still  alive  today.  We  fill  our  lives  with  short  term  goals  to  make  our  mundane  existence 
tolerable. 

Yet  there  is  the  possibility  that  the  individual  can  shape  hope  into  action.  We  are 
vividly  reminded  of  this  possibility  right  in  the  midst  of  the  news  of  A  and  H  blasts 
from  the  Pacific  —  news  in  San  Francisco  on  May  5  and  6.  A  "Disarmament  Conference" 
sponsored  by  35  Bay  Area  organizations  and  involving  national  leaders  in  our  disarma- 
ment program  was  held  and  recorded  by  KPFA.  Here  were  individuals,  speakers  and 
audience,  who  seemed  to  believe  there  are  specific  and  practical  ways  to  lift  that  cloud 
away  from  the  world's  horizon.  Here  were  definite  proposals,  real  immediate  action 
steps,  that  seemed  to  the  conferees  to  be  worth  taking.  Here,  perhaps  most  significantly, 
for  the  price  of  effort,  was  a  glimmer  of  hope. 

Organizations  sponsoring  the  conference  included  the  Federation  of  American 
Scientists,  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce,  World  Affairs  Council  of  Northern 
California,  American  Friends  Service  Committee,  American  Association  for  the  U.N., 
Committee  for  World  Development  and  World  Disarmament,  and  many  other  civic  and 
religious  groups.  Speakers  included  representatives  of  the  White  House  Disarmament 
Staff,  the  President's  Aerial  Inspection  Task  Force,  the  Public  Affairs  Institute  in 
Washington,  D.  C,  as  well  as  eminent  scientists,  educators  and  religious  leaders  in  the 
Bay  Area.  Harold  Stassen's  aide,  Col.  Firehawk  surprised  and  delighted  the  audience 
with  his  unexpected  candor  and  grasp  of  the  situation.  David  Hill,  Senior  Staff  Mem- 
ber of  Los  Alamos  Scientific  Laboratories,  ended  his  address  with  comments  one  listener 
delared  "deserved  to  be  ranked  with  the  Sermon  on  the  Mount."  Charles  Bolte,  Member 
of  U.  S.  Mission  to  the  U.N.,  gave  a  detailed  and  carefully  thought  out  plan  for  dis- 
armament.
